There has been a great deal of 
criticism — and undoubtedly much of 
it Is justifled — ot many of the films 
exhibited in the movies and of pro- 
■lucers who place objectionable films 
on the market. It is a much rarer 
thing, however, to find some one 
speaking for and to the producing 
end of the film Industry, openly con- 
feasing to serious moral delin«iuencv 
on Its part and appealing to the pro- 
ducera themaelvea to put an end to 
at least the groaseat abuaea. YU 
that is what Motion Picture Maga- 
zine and one at its contributors, 
Susan Elizabeth Brady, are doiiig In 
What is advertised as a seriCT^ ot 
articles on the topic, ' Are We Im- 
moral'.' " appearing in the publica- 
tion mentioned. The .\ugust issue 
nf that publication contained the 
second Installment of Miss Brady's 
article and the announcement that 
the article would be continued. But 
neither the September nor the Octo- 
ber issue contains the continuation 
promised, a circumstance for which 
the publishers may or may not be 
responsible. The atatementa mads 
by the writer in tbe iasue before us 
are, however, snfllHient in thsm- 
selvea to conatitnte a telling arraign- 
ment of film .producers. 

Miss Brady asserts, in the ■very 
beginning of the installment in ques- 
tion, that there is no need of aeek- 
Inp to ascertain whether fllme offend 
throuyh outright vulgarity or a 
more refined salaciousness. The of- 
fen.se simmers down to a plain mat- 
ter of wrong, d'scernible to the 
everyday person, "lin mora 1 ity means 
to most of us," s),,. write.';, "who. 
have our t'eei (ni ilir mound and 
our heads approximately six feet 
away breaking the Ten Commtand- 
menta. Practically the whole ten 
are broken nightly on the screen." 
she oonfeaaea. and that "with appar- 
ent Impunity." Oolng into detail 
Miaa Brady adda: 'Thievery le made 
attractive by a pretty young star. 
Adultery In rendered InolfensHre In 
the same manner. Murder Is for- 
nivi'u and ''(indor.ed Parents are 
betrayed and icnoied. Vice is shown 
in ali its trres'lst'ble iilitter. Good- 
ness is made drab and dull. Sin in 
the person of a beautiful half-nude 
wom^n has ten limes the draw^ing 
power of morality in a ahirt-waiat 
and skirt. But they don't show 
many good ones." 

The author ot the» artlels does 
not content hertelt with soeb a 
frank atatement of facta, sutBeisnt 
though that might be to conatitute 
a glaring indictment. Besides citing' 
the vaiinus forma of anpeal through 
which films exert a baneful Influ- 
ence, she characterizes what she 
considers the most serious offent^e 
thus: "The real, tangible, compre- 
hensible and present immorality of 
the screen lies in the needless stress- 
ing of primordial lust, the calculated 
Kubverdon of the moral aenae, the 
persistent portrayal of lite in the 
raw, the grim, the terrific realism of 
loathsome habits and habltatlona, 
and the ubiquitous sex appeal." Alt 
of this eonatitutes an admiaaion that 
the moral turpituds criticised is not 
accidental but intentloned. 

Another striking feature ot Miaa 
Brady's statement Is that she does 
not accei)t the threadbare excuse of 
the moral purpose of the gro.s.s real- 
lu or worse, in which film pro- 
ducers inilulge in staging what they 
might want to call a "morality 
piny." "Tbe silly sop of the last 
reel reform" ha.s no anpeal for her, 
and she would have the producers 
recognize that such excuae tor the 
presentation of objectlonafele filma 
is insipid. Addreaaing Jierselt to 
them, and warning them of what 
may occur If they do not heed thi» 
demands of decency, the writer 
aays: "Ths nscessity for Instituting 
and making operative these re- 
forms ourselves Is unmisf akal)ly ob- 
vious. ILet UK so conduct our own 
business as to kc^.i the exploitation 
In our own hands and out of the 
pr8gma*'c grasp of blundering pol- 
Iflcians." 

The fr.ct that Miss Brady's easaf 
is prlntPd In Motion Picture Maga* 
zine. one of a trio of monthly maga- 
zines published by one ot the larg^ 
est. if not the largeet bonae derot^- 
Ing itae:t;to publicatlona of tbia na- 
ture, la algnideant enough. 'While 
the statement of Capt. John Pellc- 
tler. Rxecutive Secretary of the 
Morals Kfflciency Commiss'on of 
IjOs Ancele.< made in connection" 
with the .\rbiickle ease — that there 
no organized movement on the 
part of producers to clean out the 
Indusfy. sheds friither li!;ht on 
Miss Brady's article. If what he 
says regarding the private morals of 
he "live one hundred" — a clique 
ot film playem of Los Angeles — be ' 
true, then it is certain that theae 
moral lepers bave been permitted to 
publicly dsmonatrata their depravity 
by means ot ths film, gaining there- 
by fame and fortune while under- 
mining the private and public mor- 
ality of the American people. How 
much longer will we tolerate such 
etmditioBsf
